'J'hat advice is goiMl ground for 
pro.seeutliig suits through the courts of Arkansas 
to establish the uneenstitiitionality of the law. 
CcTtaiiily enougli lias been done in violation of Its 
provisions to furnish a basis for bringing every 
phase* to tin* scrutiny of the «a»urts. This should Ik* 
done us siK'cdily and diligently a.s iMissihle. Oak- 
lawD represents a heavy investment of mone.v niul 
310 one could proiKTly Idame Its owners for doing all 
3n their luwvor legally to save their proi>erty. But 
tliere is .*1 right way ami a wrong way of manag- 
ing such things and the wiong w.ny is now being 
travelled. The six-etaile of daily raids by officers 
of the law gives the track a had name and is harm- 
ful to the interests a high class si»ort elsewhere. 
If racing cannot now he cani(*d on peaeefiilly at 
Oaklawn, it should be abandoned until the courts 
Lave passi‘d on all the p<diits i'.i cmitroversy. This 
would be best for tlie liorse owners and lH*.st for the 
track owners. Furthermore, it would tend to gain 
the respect of the pi*ople of Arkansas, as even the 
controllers of the track must iH*n*eive that It w'«mh1 
be higlil.v advantageous to have the sympathy of 
the citizens of th.it state instead of their hostility. 
Flouting and defying its laws must inevitably and 
jCUitlj’ evoke the latter. 



DONNA A BARGAIN FOR SCHREIBER. 

History of the Daughter of Donovan That Is 
to Go to Woodlands Farm. 

Much of the success that Barney Schrellier has had 
and is having in racing the horses produced at his 
WiHHlIaiids Farm in Missouri Is due to the fact 
tliat he is always en the alert for well bred young 
mares likely to lH*come g^ssl proilucers. With his 
Iwokmaking and the mainteiiaiice of racing stables 
at all of tlie tracks, Mr. Sclu*eU>er is an extremely 
busy mail, but he never neglects the farm for these 
other things and he devotes as much time as ho 
can spare to the study of i>odlgrees. Thus ho 
annually picks up several fillies which eventually 
lacomo memliers of his band of matrons, and he 
nsuallj- gets them cheap. It Is doubtful, however, 
if lie ever got such a bargain as he has in Duiiiia. 
for Donna is not only exquisitely bred, but she has 
already retunuHl Mr. Selireilier a handsome profit 
on his investment, 

Donna is now a fonr-year-old and has illustrious 
kin oil Imth sides of the .Ulantic. She was bred in 
Fiiglami. but was foaled in America. Her sire is 
iBoiiovan, winner of the Derby in Eiiglami in 
and she is the only daughter of that great Iiorsi* 
racing in this coiiiitiy at the jiresent time and one 
of the very few of his get on this side of the At- 
lantic ocean. Her dam is Meta, by Onondaga, out 
of Una, by War Dance. Meta was bred by Milton 
Young and was raced for two seasons — as a two- 
year-old in 1888 by William Mc*Gulgan and as a 
thrt^-year-old in 1889 by Eugene Leigh. She was 
a winner liotli seasons. In the spring of 1890 she 
was retired to the stnd of J. V. Shipp at Midway. 
Ky. It was there that she pixslueeil Sniiiiy Sk>i)c, 
the giHKl race mare for which Mr. Shipii’s farm is 
HOW’ named. From Mr. Siiipi^ she passed to W. P, 
Norton* of Ilopkiusville, Ky., and she gave to the 
turf the good horses Austin. Kentucky and Chetah 
(dam of Uhaiics Elwood, winner of the Brighton 
Iterby In 11MK>). From Mr. Norton Meta passed to W. 
U. Wliitiiey. who bred her to Lissak at La Belle 
Stnd in Keiitncky in the si>riiig of 1900 and tis>k her 
to England in the fall of that .year. The follow’lng 
spring she droi»|»ed a hay filly as the result of that 
mating and it was named Metaline. As a' IwiK-year- 
oM in August, 190C5, Meta line won the Uolwick I’ark 
Selling l‘late of $,30t) the first crack out of the Imx 
for Mr. Whitney and when she was brought back 
to the stand and bid up to $773, he let her go. 
After foaling Metaliiie, -Meta was bred to Velas- 
quez and ill the spring of 1902 came a brown colt 
which was named Olivares and which Mr. Wliitney 
sold as a yearling for $ 0 <m). He was also a winner 
in England. In the spring of 1902 .Meta was bred 
to IKinovan and was brought back to this country 
in the fall of that .vear. Slic was sent to La Belle 
Stud and tliere iu the spring of 1903, she foaled 
Donna. 

In the early part of I'.XH. Mr. Whitney passed 
away and hi.s breeding establishment w’as sold by 
aiietiou In the fall of that year. The yearlings 
were sold in ^^qdoniber and the mares and stallions 
in October. At the sale of the yearlings Donna Ik»- 
came tlie property of the Gonghacivs Stable, other- 
wise Tliomas C lyde and his broilier, tlie latter now 
deceased, for $1 .Hm», and at tlie sale of the mares, 
.Meta, whii'h liad lieeii bred to Yankee, was sold to 
Elliott U. ('owdin for $l.lh<j. In the spring of 19<)3, 
-Meta foaksl a clH'stmit filly as tlie result of the 
union with Yaiikt*e. It was sold last fall as a 
yearling to G. D. Wilson for $200 and will race 
under the name of Metaphor. 

Ikinna carried the Gougliaeres Stable’s colors 
five times as a two-year-old in IWa, but was not 
once ill the money. Last year she starti^l tiftiMui 
limes, won twii*e, was second four times, third 
once and unplaced eiglit times, earning $1,495. .M 
Wcstoii took her. along witli others of the Clyde 
lu rses, to New Orleans ami started her four times 
in January. She won one race, was third once and 
twice niiiilawd for him. It was decided to get 
rid of her. Slie was put in a paddock sale Febru- 
ary 2, and sold to Koliert Walden for $150. She 
carried the Walden colors twk-e, finishing third 
once. By tliis time Baiiiev Sclircihcr had seen 
the report of her sale for $130, and he wired from 
San Fiaiiciseo to Billy Kirwau at New Orleans to 
buy her from Walden. Kiiw’an got her for $ 4 <K». 
It was Mr. Schreiber’s intention to send her foith- 
witli to WiKHllands Farm, but after Kirwau had 
galIoi>(*d her a time oi* two lie saw that she was a 
tool witli which some fm*d money might lie picked 
np, so he decided to race her. Tlie results have 
liecn surprising to everyone, to even the trainer. 
Slie has w’oii four races and finished second twice 
and third once (the race of yesterday), in the 
short time Mr. Schreilier lias owned her and she* 
lias Inoiiglit hiiiu $1,510 in prizt* money, a profit of 
$l.ll(b She has shown that she iK^ssessixs speed, 
is game and would undouhtedly go a route, but 
inobably not with great weight iqi. <Mi the whole 
she will make a most desirable hrooiimare. 

FOUR-YEAR-OLDS IN HANDICAPS.

Esi>eciall.v strong is the 
division of four-year-olds. No overwhelming Sysoiihy 
ujqiears liere.

Fhqi, 112; Hot 'Toddy, 112: Gallavant, 111; Tangle.
